Registration records show that the}

ly in excess ‘of that of any other 
party. The Republican vote is dou- 
ble that of the Democrats and five 
times that of the Progressive, which 
is just about double that of the 
Socialists. Over 500 voters in the 
county refused to register as parti- 
sans of any party. The prohibition 
vote is about one-thirteenth that of 
the total vote, Almost one-half of 
these are Richmond residents.
